WOMEN FORCED TO JUMP: 


Lack of Exits and Escapes in Wa- 
bash Avenue Building Cause 
of Injuries to Forty- 
eight Persons. 


Aroused by the fire which wrecked the old 
building. at 255 Wabash avenue at noon yes- 
terday, and which resulted in injuries to 
48 women, girls, and men, the city builld- 
ing department prepared last night to make a 
thorough inspection of all the structures in | 
the district bounded by Polk street and chi- 
cago avenue and Halsted street and the lake. 

The building which was burned housed the 


Story & Clark Piano company and the Lotus 


Lunch club. The latter is  noonday eating. 
place for women, girls, and men employed 
downtown, and it was among the patrons and 
Waitresses in this elub that the injuries oc- 
curred, some of which may prove tal. Hor 
this eme e building tnspector# will make 
an especially rigid inspection of all buildings 
used as restaurants, and those, 


often with few exits, containing girls’ lunch 
clubs. 


Prepare for Lat Enforcement. 

Chief Inspectors Thomas and Kelling un- 
der orders of Building Commissioner Downey, 
willl go forth this morning, and plats will be 
made of every building, in order that a more 
thorough compliance with the law may be 
compelled. 

The fact that there was only one meager 
stairway in the Story & Clark building, and 
that the elevator shaft was not inclosed with 
fireproof terial, as required by law, was 
held by Commissioner Downey, after he 
and Deputy Commissioner Cordell had in- 
spected.the ruined building, to be responsible 
for the disaster. The elevator shaft was 
inclosed with a wire netting only, and the 
Stairway wound around it. Because of an 
injunction granted on Jan. 8, 1904, and still 
pending, the city has not been able to compel 
the enforcement of its building laws on the 
requirement that the shafts shall be incloged 
in fireproofing. 


No Mention of Meager Exits. 

According to records in the bullding in- 
spector’s office, the building at 255 Wabash 
avenue was inspected soon after Dec. 14, 
1906, when a written complaint about the 
stairway was made. This complaint per- 

#4 pained, to. Ushts, and was Aaned by B. 

Hott, who worked under Commissioner 
Bartzen. The record showing that the own- 
ers had complied with orders from the com- 
missioner’s office was -maked O. K.“ by 
Deputy Commissioner Andrew F. Hughes, 
against whom charges of “ inefficiency "’ now 
are pending before the civil service commis- 
sion. No reference to the fact that the one 
small stairway and the elevator were the 
only means of exit from the lunchroom were 
mentioned in Hughes’ report. 

Serious injuries received by many women 
who were compelled to jump from 
story windows to the alley in the rear of the 
bullding, a distance of almost thirty-five 
feet, stirred Commissioner Downey in an- 
other direction. The one fire escape on the 
building ended just at the window from 
which the frantic women sought to leave the 
burning building. It was said that an 
amendment to the building ordinances com- 
pelling stairway fire escapes to reach clear to 
the ground had been pending before the city 
council two months, but that no action had 
been taken on it. Commissioner Downey will 
urge its adoption at the earliest n op- 
portunity. 


Inspection to Be Thorough. 

Tomorrow, said Commissioner Downey, 
„I will send out the best two inspectors 1 
have with instructions to examine thorough- 
ly into the condition of all buildings in the 
loop district. When that is completed, I will 
have them extend their examination so far as 
Polk street on the south, Halsted on the west, 
and Chicago avenue on the north. 

„What I want 1s complete diagrams and 
reports on all buildings in this district. I 


want to know which are dangerous, not only | 


in case of possible panics from fires, but for 
other reasons.

Ruins Inspected by Chiefs. 
Chief of Police Shippy and Fire Attorney 
Hogan have begun an investigation of the 
cause of the fire. With lanterns last even- 
ing they entered the basement of the struc- 
ture and viewed the electri¢ motor which 
operated the elevat@r. This. was badly 


burned, and they believed the fire started 


from the motor. Charles E. Bean, an elec- 
trical expert for the Chicago board of under- 


writers, told Attorney Hogan that he in- 


epected the motor after the fire and feund it 
in perfect condition. Attorney H gan 
warned Louis Story of the Story “ Clark 
Piano company that the débrie ar und the 
motor was not to be disturbed. until he had 
made a thorough examination. 

Chief Shippy said the persons who were in 
the lunch club were caught like rats in a 
trap.“ 

‘Unless a thorough investigation is made 
and precautions taken, many patrons of 
other lunch clubs may suffer in the event of 
a blaze, he said. 

“This is an outrageous occurrence,“ he 
added. ‘‘ Suppose that many were Killed, 
and it was shown that some one of the city 
departments was responsible, what would 
have followed? Only an investigation, Let 
us avoid any such occurrence in the future 
and begin an investigation now.“ 

Harry Shapiro, elevator operator in tha 
building, was questioned by officials, and in 
the evening was taken to the fire attorney's 
office. He threw no new light on the matter, 


Start of the Fire. 

The fire started from a gas explosion in the 
basement of the structure. It swept up the 
elevator shaft and into the lunch club's din- 
ing room just at the noon hour end while 
hundreds of guests, a majority of them 
women, were eating.

Members of Commercial Club 
Committee Solve Problem. 


DEPOTS TO BE MILE OUT. 


Railroads to Move if City Transporta- 
tion Is Adequate. 


Active work on the plans for relieving the 
‘congestion and improving the physical ap- 
pearance of downtown Chicago was under- 
taken yesterday by the Commercial club’s 
railroad terminal committee, of which Joy 
Morton is chairman. 

The committee, which met in Architect D. 
ii.Burnham’s office in the Railway Exchange 
Dullding, discussed the transportation prob- 
lem of the loop district with the city’s trac- 
tion experts and representatives of the City 
railway company. The traction men and the 
leaders of the movement for a greater Chi- 
cago reached an agreement to work out a 
downtown transportation system that will in- 
duce the railroads to retire their terminale 
to the outskirts of the business quarter. 

The plan under consideration provides for 
the establishment of a boulevard belt inclos- 
| ine. the central portion of the town within 


“Twelfth street on the south, Halsted street 


on the west, and Chicago avenue on the north. 
Biventually all ratlroad terminals are to be 
located outside of this district and fronting 
on the new boulevards, while the inclosed ter- 
ritory will be honeycombed with a double 
decked subway system furnishing rapid 
transportation to and from the railway sta- 


tons. 


Railroads Make but One Condition. 
In preliminary negotiations with the rail- 


roads the Commercial club committee has 


been assured that the terminals will be lo- 
cated in accordance with some such plan. 
provided adequate street car transportation 
is provided. When the scheme is worked out 


in @etail the committee will submit it to the 


railroad officials for formal action, 

Tue traction representatives who appeared 
before the Morton committee were Bion J. 
Arnold, chief engineer of the commission 
supervising the reconstruction of the car 
lines; Walter L. Fisher, the city's traction 
counsel; and President Mitten and General 
Counsel John P. Wilson of the City railway. 
Besides the chairman the other parties to the 
conference were C. H. Hulburd, John G. 
Shedd, Cyrus H. McCormick, Chauncty 
Keep, Franklin MacVeagh, and A. C. Bart- 
lett. 

During the discussion it developed that 
some progréss already has been made in the 
direction of inducing the railroads to remove 
their terminals from the business district. 
As the result of informal negotiations the 
Western Indiana and allied roads have 
promised to suspend for the present the 
prosecution of their project to establish a big 
joint terminal in Polk street, between State 
street and the river. They will await the 
completion of the Commercial club plan be- 
fore definitely selecting a site. The Western 
Indiana officials are reported to have ap- 
proved of Twelfth street as a location, pro- 
vided the loop transportation were improved. 


Arnold Explains Subway Plan. 

It was for the purpose of obtaining concrete 
information on the possibilties of satisfying 
the stipulations of the railroads in this re- 
gare that the committee called in the traction 
experta. Engineer Arnold explained at 
length the double deck subway system which 
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mowed how extensions of this system could 


be made north and west of the river to reach 
whatever railroad stationg might be located 
there. The system is to cover the entire 
south side as far as Twelfth street. 

Mr. Arnold informed the committee that it 
was hie intention to urge upon the city and 
the companies the immediate construction 
of the smaller subway system contemplated 
by the settlement ordinances, This will con- 
sist of two east and west and two north and 
south tunnels in the loop district, and will be 
so constructed as to be incorporated in the 
larger plan at a later date. The smaller sys- 
tem will cost $5,000,000. 


Smaller Subway Not Enough. 

The statement was made in the conference 
that the railroads would not consider serious- 
ly the removal of their terminals outside of 
the business district unless assured of the 
establishment: of the comprehensiye under- 
ground system within a reasonably short 
time. The railroad men say that the $5,000,- 
000 system will not relieve the congestion 
sufficiently to justify the removal of the ter- 
minals. It would still be difficult for thou- 
sande of passengers to reach the outlying 
stations. They are satisfied, however, that, 
with most of the downtown streets tunneled 
and extensions reaching north and west of 


the river, it will Be easier for passengers to. 


reach outlying depots than under present 
conditions the stations in the loop territory. 

Both Mr. Arnold and President Mitten 
stated that the comprehensive system of 
subways would be a necessity in Chicago 
within the next ten, certainly within twenty, 
years. They declared that all construction 
plane are being made with the view eventual- 
ly of running cars underground throughout 
the entire business district. General Coun- 
pel Wilson expressed the opinion that the 
problem of congestion on the south side trunk 
lines cannot be solved satisfactorily until 
the subway is bullt. 

The committee was satisfied from the inter- 
view that the plans being actively purswed 
by the south side company and the city coin- 
cide with the ende toward which the Com- 
mercial club je working. With the traction 
companies in line it only remains to reach an 
agreement with the railroads, 


Thinks the Project Assured. 

„Jam satisfied from the talk with the trac- 
tion men,“ said a member of the committee 
„ that the comprehensive subway system 
le an assured fact. If we convince the rafl- 
roads of that we can induce them to join 
in our plan. I believe that before the end of 
the year we can show the railroads evidence 
of the city’s intention to start the subway 
without delay. 

“Of course, I realize that this is a tre- 
mendously large project. The new North- 
western station is to be built within the ter- 
ritory which it is proposed to proscribe. 
Other statione already are there. But no 
more terminals should be located in the bust- 
ness district. If roads contemplating build- 
ing can be induced to locate west of Halsted 
street or south of Twelfth street a beginning 
will be made. It may be twenty or thirty 
years before all the terminals will be outside 
of our boulevard belt, but that is a result 
worth working for and now is the time to 
make the start.“ 

Another member expressed the belief that 
within ten years the sites of the present ter- 
minals will have become so valuable for of- 
fice building locations that the rallroade will 
find it profitable to remove to outlying ter- 


ritory.

RAILROADS JOIN IN PROTEST 
AGAINST NEW MAIL WEIGHTS. 


Executive Officers to Meet Today in 
Washington and Send Letter to the 
Postmaster General. 


The executive officers of western and east- 
ern raliroads having in charge the mall mat- 
ters of their respective lines, will meet to- 
day in Washington to frame a letter of pro- 
test to the postmaster general, asking him to 
reconsider his order making a new basis for 
the computation of the weights of mail, 

The matter has been under discussion for 


some time and the executives of a number of 


roads have had conferences with the heads 
of departments at Washington and falled to 
get the order revoked and now the protest 
will take the form of a formal letter. 

The weighing of the mails on all the roads 
in the country has been completed and the 
government is at work computing the com- 
pensation on the new order, which the ratl- 
roads say means a great loss to them. The 
compensation has been cut by act of con- 
gress and the new order effects a further re- 
duction, which, together with the fines as- 
sessed for delaying the mails thirty minutes 
or more, reduces the profits of the roads ma- 
terſally. 

Under the recent order of the department 
the total weight carried by trains is divided 
by the number of days the train 18 operated, 
instead of computing for sever days and di- 
viding by six as formerly. 


SMULSKI KEEPS HIS PLEDGE. 


Turns Over $13,314 Interest on Public 
Money to State Treasury, Fulfill- 
ing Ante-Election Promise.

SENATE SURPRISES ITSELF 


Passes State Interest Measure, 
Removing One Extra Ses- 
Sion Provoeation.

Springfleld, III., May 1.—[Special.}—Gov. 
Deneen is preparing to depart for Washing- 
ton tomorrow for canferenceés with the secre- 
tary of war and attorney general relative to 
the Calumet connections with the drainage 
canal. 

He leaves to the care and attention of the 
legisiature, which still has the black flag up 
—but not so far up—the “ special session 
provocations,’ which still are in need of 
nursing. Following is the present status of 
the provocations ’’: 


State interest—Bill passed by the senate to- 
day, 
s Pure food—Amendments and bill sent to 
committee. | 
Factory inspection—Nothing doing. 
Railroad control—Seemingly dead. 
Anti-pass—Extremely dead, 
Uniform accounting—Still crippled in house. 


Charitable appropriations—-Still unsatisfac- 
tory. 


Insurance—Nothing doing. 


Banking—House bill strengthened by amend - 
ment. 


Action on Interest Bill Surprises. 


To the surprise of some members of the 
senate the bill creating a state board of de- 
pesit to loan out state funds and give the 
interest to the state was called up by Senator 
Briede and passed by a vote of 26 to9, secur- 
ing a bare constitutiional majority. 

State Treasurer John Smuiski turned over 
voluntarily today $18,000 interest on state 
funds to the treasury, this being the first time 

a treasurer has separated himself from the 
. of his office. The announcement that 
be had done so may have had some effect in 
retiing the necessary 26 votes for this admin- 
istration measure, which requires succeeding 
oft.clals to follow Mr. Smulski’s example. 

In the house Representative Lindly intro- 
cuced amendments to the pure food bill pre- 
pared after a number of conferences between 
rpresentatives of the pure food department 
and the house organization. The amend- 
ments were sent to the appropriations com- 
mitiee. Most of the changes proposed in the 
amendments have been noted before. They 
increase the working force of the department 
and givg it into the hands of the pure food 
comnvssion to establish standards of purity. 


Fight Food Guarantee Clause. 

ji is over the guarantee clause of the bill 
that the controversy stilliemaintained. Om- 
cialis of the pure food department, backed up 
by legal advice, insist that the provision en- 
abiung the Illinois manufacturer to give a 
legal guarantee for his goods which cannot 
be given by a manufacturer in another state 
is tnconstitutional. There are reasons to be- 
lieve that the bill cannot be passed without 
such a proyision because of the opposition of 
the retailers, and there are legal apthorities 
who ingist that it is not uncontitufional. if 
it is passed in its present shape Gov. Deneen 
Will send it to Attorney General Stead, and 
probably will be gulded by his advice as to 
zigning it or vetoing it. 

With favorable, or almost favorable; action 
en these two administration measures the 
Jack flag came down a foot or two, but is 
nowhere near half mast as yet, to say nothing 
of being nowhere near being lowered alto- 
gether. 


Little Concessions Befog Issues. 

The other administration measures are in 
the same sad plight. Senator Gardner has 
advanced three railroad bills in the senate, 
including the uniform accounting bill, but 
not including the measure to give the railroad 
and warehouse commission power to control 
capitalization. 

On the subject of charitable institution 
appropriations the governor called another 
meeting of the state superintendent today and 
tonight avent over with them the provisions 
of the bill as passed by the senate, endeavor- 
ing to figure out a way of arriving at a com- 
promise with the legislature. The govegnor 
believes the legislature can be brouglg to 
agree to certain changes, which will maké the 
measure acceptable to the administration, if 
not completely in accord with the ideas ofthe 
state board of charities. 

The banking bill, which, it had been hoped, 


‘could be passed in such shape as to provide 


a law to prevent the frequent recurrence of 
things like the Stensland and Abner Smith 
collapses, was amended on second reading in 
the house im such a way as to strengthen it a 
little, although not to the extent desired. 
The bankers in the house succeeded in kill- 
ing those which would require directors to 
make examinations of the bank funds and 

z urities, but others, designed to safeguard 
investments, were adopted. 

The series of small concessions whichjhave 
been made in the measures referred to indi- 
cate a policy on the part of the two legisla- 
tive organizations to do A little something for 
the administration in the hope of clouding up 
the issues upon which a special session would 
be called.

Springfield, III., May 1.—[Special. I- House 
bill 777, ihe exploded ‘‘ mystery of the Chi- 
cago and Western Indiana railroad bonds, 
with its $25,000,000 new station possibility 
appendage, can’t stop gumshoeing, hard as 
it may try. : 

The noiseless little stranger walked out of 
an executive session ot the senate railroad 
committee this afternoon with its arm linked 
in the arm of a 2 cent fare bill which the 
senate is disposed to pass for the relief of 
the traveling public, both recommended for 
passage. 

It these two measures had been charitably 
inclined they might have carried out the fe- 
less corpses of two other railroad bille which 
had been on the mat with the committee. 
They were not so disposed, and the mortal 
remains of house bill 16 and house bill 600 
remained behind im the charge of an under- 
taking association known asa subcommittee. 


Buy Flowers for Labor Bills. 


House bill 16 provides that membership in 
a voluntary relief association, such as is 
maintained on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Guiney and other railroads, shall not be a 
bar to action for the recovery of damages. 
House bill 600 provides regulation for the 
safety and comfort of street railway em- 
ployés. They were the last hopes of ‘the 
labor lobby. They have been sent to sub- 
committees from which they may or may 
not emerge. Their friends are buying flowers. 

st. would have been inconsistent with the 
nabits of the gumshoe, velvet footed 777 to 
have made one of its steps in legislative ad- 
vancement in the open, and it was quite con- 
sistent for it to emerge suddenly from a 
secret session with the blue ribbon of a prize 
winner tied about it and marked recom- 
tmacnded for passage.

Hope for Two Cent Fare Bill. 


The 2 cent fare bill, which was reperted 
out favorably with the gumshoe railroad 
bill, is the one drawn by Senator Berry. It 
is thought to be in such shape that the house, 
which stands for a flat 2 cent bill tacked 
on to the extortion act, can accept it. It con- 
tains provisions which the house bill did not 
contain, but none of them affect the “ vital 
principles.

Requiring the state’s attor- 
ney of Cook to turn over to the county treasufer all 
fees collected by his office and requiring reports 
quarterly as to fees. 

House bill 232—Mills. Fixing the salary of the

House bill 408—Erby. Giving the state board of 
health supreme authority in matters of quarantine. 


Requiring town and village authorities to een 


state board rules. 

8. B. 483—Juul. Amending the Torrens act so 
as to make the county responsible for all acts of 
the registrar in connection with the registration of 
title. 

S. B. 88— Gardner. Transferring from county 
asylums to the state asylums the cars of insane, 
the intent of the act being to tak the burden 
of support of the insane from the counties and 
Place it upon the state. The bill is not to apply to 
counties having 150,000 inhabitants, 

S. B. 218—-Gardner. Providing that no person 
shall be engaged as a miner in any coa] mine 
without first having obtained a cert'ficate of 
competency and qualification from the miners’ ex 
amining board. All a@pplicanis for a certificate 
must produce evidence of having had not less than 
two years’ practical experience, and they must 
answer twelve questions proposed by the board 
as to the requirements of a practical miver. 

8. B. 244—Clark. Making tu lawtul for persons 
or corporations engaged ia coal mining to biend 
or mix coal with any substance that will materially 
affect the weight or quantity. 


Jury System Bill Killed. 


The senate also passed the Chicago civic 
federation bill for the appointment of a com- 
mission to inquire into the subject of taxa- 
tion for state and local purposes and killed a 
bill prepared by the same organization, and 
introduced by Senator Jones, providing for 
a special jury system to get away from such 
delays as were encountered in the Shea and 
Gilhooly trials in Chicago. The bill failed by 
one vote to secure a constitutional majority 

Bills passed by the house included: 

H. B. 10—Semjkal. Appropriating $15,000 for the 
erection of an armory for the Seventh regiment, 
L N. G., in Chicago. 

H. B. 382—BDgan. Permitting employés of the 
public libraries of Chicago to become assistants 
under the library pension fund, after five years’ 
service. 

The house killed the reciprocal demurrage 
bill by failing to secure a constitutional ma- 
jority by two votes.

Says Escapes Are Incomplete. 


Lincoln J. Carter, a theatrical man, was an 
eyewitness of the disaster. He character- 
ized the fire escapes on all the bulidings 
along the alley as incomplete.“ and said 
other disasters would follow if these were 
not remedied. He pointed out that each 
fire escape ends nearly thirty-five feet above 
the ground, entirely too far for a man, much 
less a woman, to drop without gerious injury. 

„I saw the women and girls fighting at the 
windows,” said Mr. Carter, and I shouted 
to them not to jump but te remain where 
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they were until we could get ladders. It 
seemed a thousand years before the fire de- 
partment arrived, and we worked like Tro- 
jana without them. It was simply impossi- 
ble to hold that excited throng back, but no 
one would have been hurt had we had regu- 
lation extension ladders. The ones we did 
get were inadequate for the purpose. 

Many of the girls jumped on the pr 
sunshades, which tended to break their fails, 
but one shade finally gave way under the 
weight of five girls and all went to the 
ground in a heap. One girl’s dress caught 
on the end of the shade, but the goods failed 
to hold, and she landed on the ground with 
a fearful thud. ~ I thougnt she certainly was 
dead, and I still am wondering how it was 
that all of those people escaped with their 
lives. It was miraculous.” 


Escape Due to Piece of Pie. 


Mrs. A. M. Forwerg, 2059% Cottage Grove 
avenue, claims to be the only person who 
left the lunchroom by the stairway, and she 
holds a piece of pie responsible for her 
escape from death or serious injury. 

was in a big hurry, but I wanted a piece 
of strawberry pie badly.“ said she, and 1 
wasted a minute deciding what I should do.

School Desk Companies Plead 


That Heavy Penalties 
Mean Bankruptcy. 


JUDGE DELAYS DECISION. 


Says It's Nasty Business, but He 


Must Consider Welfare of 
Employes. 


. 

Tales of near bankruptey and corporate 
pauperism were unfolded before Judge K. 
M. Landis in the federal court yesterday by 
representatives of the thirteen school desk 
and church pew companies Which recently 
entered pleas of nol contendere to indict- 
ments for violating the Sherman anti-trust 
law. The companies sought clemency at 
the hands of the court and their stories of 
the lean years may have an effect in reducing 
punishment. Judge Landis reserved his de- 
cision for several days. 

According to these stories there is little or 
no money in manufacturing school desks or 
church pews. The combination was formed 
a year ago, but before the government 
stepped in and killed it the giant forces of 
competition on the one hand and the high 
price of raw materials on the other had all 
but choked the life from this struggling in- 
fant trust. The most heartrending tale, told 
in all seriousness by a representative of the 
Southern Seating and Cabinet company, 
Jackson, Tenn., illustrated a method of high 
finance which may have had an opposite 
effect from that intended. 


No Dividend for Ten Years, 

This company met the flercest kind of 
competition,“ declared the attorney. and no 
dividend had been paid for ten years. Finally 
the offer to join this pool was made, and no 
one of the officers deemed it a violation of 
law. Under the new régime the company was 
just about able to pay expenses, but the stock- 
holders wanted dividends. They had been 
put off with promises from year to year, and 
as the prospect was for a good season this 
year the directors at a meeting last Jan- 
uary voted a dividend of 5 per cent. The 
officers had no money with which to pay this, 
but sufficient was borrowed to pay half the 
dividend, and the balance has not been paid. 

The Haney School Furniture company of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., proved to be another 
concern barely self-sustaining. Its capital is 
$30,000, $28,000 of which is paid up and all 
owned by members of the Haney family. It 
has an outstanding indebtedness of $21,000, 
and has not paid a dividend in ten years. 
The only stockholders drawing salaries are 
Miss Mary Haney, who receives $8 a week as 
secretary, and her brother, who is paid $800 a 
year. as manager. 

Even the American Seating company, head 
of the trust, is, according to its attorney, in 
little better condition. Its stock is quoted at 
40, and the business of the last year has not 
warranted a dividend, 


Judge Tells How Combines Work. 


During the recital of each company’s woes 
Judge Landis said little, but finally it wag 
suggested that the Owensboro company had 


made no money through its association with ; 


the trust. 

The question of whether or not these con- 
cerns reaped the benefits of an illegal com- 
bination I will not take into consideration, 
and if that is prejudice I have it,“ exclaimed 
the court. The fact of the combination is 
the thing, and I’ve seen that in operation.

WITH KIDNAPING DAUGHTERS. 


Alleged to Have Entered Kenosha 
House of Husband, Attacked Care- 
taker, and Made Away with Two 
Children—Police and Private De- 
tectives Fail to Find Clews of the 
Missing Woman and Little Ones— 
Divorce Is the Cause, 


The kidnaping of two children by their 
mother in Kenosha Tuesday afternoon after 
a struggle, in which their nurse was over- 
powered, bound, and gagged, became public 
last evening when A. S. Terrill, manager and 
credit man for the Simmons uring 
company, 192 Michigan avenue, was com- 
pelled to call upon the police of Chicago and

Although Mr. Terrill, assisted by private 
detectiwes, has searched the vicinity of 
Kenosha and northern suburbs.of Chicago, 
where he might have expected to find his 
missing wife and children, no clew was dis- 
covered. 

The two children, Mildred, 5 years old, and 
Annabel, 8 years old, were sent to Kenosha 
some weeks ago by Mr. Terrill, presumably 
to prevent just.such a situation as has been 
brought about by Mrs. Terrill. Divorce pro- 
ceedings are ‘said to be pending in the courts 
here as a regult of long standing domestic 
troubles. . 


Takes Children by Force. 


It was late Tuesday afternoon that Mrs. 
Terrill arrived in Kenosha and walked to the 
Terrill house in Chicago street. After mak- 
ing inquiries of neighbors the woman discov- 
ered that Mr. Terrill was away, so she en- 
‘tered the house. Without a word she is said 
to Nave attacked the nurse, Mrs. Sherman, 
who had accompanied the children from 
Chicago, and pushed her against the wall of 
the room. 

The nurse struggled for some time, but at 
last was overpowered and thrown to the 
floor. Mrs. Terrill drew ropes from her pock- 
ets, which, apparently, she had provided. 

Don't say a word or I will killyou. All 
want is my children,“ Mrs. Terrill is credited 
with saying. 

Then, it is said, she bound the woman toa 
bedpost and gagged her. «Proceeding to 
another room Mrs. Terrill found her chil- 
dren, dressed them in their street clothes, 
and left the house. A short time later she 
was seen walking in Ashtand avenue with the 
children, but since then nobody has been 
found who has seen them. 


Husband Begins Hasty Search. 

Mr. Terrill meanwhile was at work in the 
new offices of the Simmons company which 
are being opened in Kenosha. When he was 
informed of the disappearance of his wife 
with the children he hurriedly summoned an 
automobile and scoured the country in search 
of the fugitives. 

During the evening he drew several friends 
into the case. They assisted him in his ef- 
. forts to find the missing children, but with 
no result. /Private detectives were sum- 
moned, and Mr. Terrill insisted on keeping 
up the search personally all through the 
night. 


RESTAURANT MAN, STABBED 
BY COOK, KILLS ASSAILANT. 


Runs from Kitchen with Knife Stick- 
ing Through Body and Shoots Chef 
Before Patrons. 


J. E. Burgeson, owner of a restaurant at 
11.9 West Twelfth street, killed his cook, 
Alfred Beaumont, yesterday when the place 
was filled with patrons. 

beaumont, who is said to have been drink- 
ing, quarreled with Burgeson in the kitchen.

Seeking Property at Ran- 
dolph and Clark Streets. 


BUY OF LEITER ESTATE? 


Klaw & Erlanger Need Only One 
Piece of Ground to Com- 
plete Project. 


If pending negotiations covering one piece 
of property in particular are carried through, 
the proposed eighteen story theater and hotel 
building of the United States Amusement 
company will be erected at the southeast 
corner of Clark and Randolph streets. 

The one piece of property referred to com- 
prises the holding of the L. Z. Leiter estate, 
at 81-83 Clark street, opposite the new coun- 
ty building, just north of the alley, midway 
in the block. While the property is held at 
an exceedingly high figure, as is the case 
with all the Leiter properties, it is said that 
negotiations have reached a point which 
gives every promise of a successful issue. 

The proposed site extends from Randolph 
street to the alley, with 4 frontage of 180% 
feet. Of this 88% feet have a depth of 100% 
feet, 22 feet have a depth of 120 feet, and the 
corner, 70 feet, has a frontage of 30 feet on 
Randolph street, 


May Obtain Ware Property. 


The project’ also is said to contemplate 
the acquirement of the Ware property, 50%x 
70 feet, adjoining the corner on the east in 
Randolph ‘street, which would give a front- 
age of. 80% feet on that street. Just how far 
this deal has progressed is not known, but 
it is said that the McCarthy property, at the 
corner, 70 feet on Clark street by 30 feet on 
Randolph; was put under contract some time 
ago. 

The other properties, at 75-77-79 Clark 
street, belong to A. S. Trude. It is said 
that terms for their acquirement were 
reached some time ago. They comprise a 
frontage of 66 feet, with a depth of 160 for 
44 feet and 120 feet for the remaining 22 
feet. The Leiter property fronts 44% feet, 
with a depth of 160 feet, 

A year ago an effort was made by Klaw & 
Erlanger to combine the Trude and Leiter 
properties for theatrical and hotel purposes. 
Through inability to reach an agreement with 
the Leiter estate the plan was dropped. 


Take Up Larger Project. 

Within a few months, however, the plan 
again was taken up in an enlarged form 
with the purpose of reaching through to 
Randolph street. Asa result, the McCarthy 
property was placed under contract. It is 
gaid that, by the acquirement of this prop- 
erty, the project may be carried through, 
even though the effort to acquire the Leiter 
property fails. 

The company also hee had other sites under 
consideration, notably the old Orpheon thea- 
ter property in Washington street, a corner 
on Wabash avenue, and another holding in 
that street. The latter have been abandoned 
in favor of the Clark and Randolph street 
property, 

Levy Mayer, attorney for the amusement 
company, did not hesitate to say that there 
was nothing in the Orpheon story and that 
the site for the proposed building had been 
selected, but that, for good reasons, it could 
not be announced for several days.

Go to Theater Sunday Nights. 

Wallace, who boards at the home of Mrs. 
Buckley, has been in the habit of taking her 
to the theater Sunday evenings. A week 
ago last Sunday they went together to see 
“A Millionaire’s Revenge“ Harry Daw, 
hero of the piece, at the climax of the play 
shouts to Stanford Black, the villain, words 
to this effect: 

Lou have ruined my wife in the tower of 
this building and my revenge is that you 
pay for it with your lite.“ : 

These lines are believed to have inspired 
Wallace's subsequent attempt to kill Mrs. 
Buckley. Monday night they are said to 
have gone to see Uncle Tom's Cabin at 
the Alhambra in the company of Frank Me- 
Neill, foreman of the Maxwell Bros. box 
factory. 

Mrs. Buckley, it is said, quarreled with 
Wallace and was accompanied home by Me- 
Neill. Wallace rensented this and after 
spending the night walking the streets ap- 
peared at the Twenty-second street station 
ishortly after Mrs. Buckley began her duties 
there at 7 a. m. 


Fires at Her Twice. 

„am going to kill you,.“ declared Wal- 
lace, pointing a revolver at Mrs. Buckley. 

„Lou mustn’t do that,” she _ replied. 
„ Think of my two children and my father 
and mother.” 

Her entreaty, howewer, had no effect on 
Wallace, and he fired at her. The bullet 
struck a corset steel in the back. He fired a 
second shot later, but the bullet only grazed 
her right hand. Wallace was taken into cus- 
tody. 


INDIANA CITY COURT JUDGE 
ORDERS POOLROOM DESTROYED 


Tells Sheriff to Wipe Out Dearborn Park 
Building and Paraphernalia — The 
Owners Take an Appeal. 


What was intended as the finishing blow 
at pool selling in Lake county, Ind., was 
struck yesterday, when in the Hammond 
city court Judge McMahon ruled that the 
Dearborn park poolroom and all the para- 
phernalia confiscated therein must be de- 
stroyed by Sheriff Carter. The intrinsic 
value of the building, estimated at $15,000, 
Was not even considered by Judge McMahon 
in hia ruling.

Police, Aided by Mounted. 
Troops, Fight | Unruly 
Mobs in the Streets.

Russian-Americau Fires Into the 
Ranks of Soldiers; Woman 
Shoots Into Crowd. 


— 


PARIS, May 1.--May day Closed with the 
Streets of Paris filled with fighting mobs of 
riotous workmen, and the poilce had to be 
reinforced by mounted treops before order 
Was restored. 

More than 1,000 arrests were made. Twen- 
ty persons, including policemen and citizens, 
were badly injured, while hundreds suffered 
contusions and broken heads. 

The day passed without incident, and it 
not until evening that the mobs began. Then 
they raged with violence until midnight. 


One of the gravest ineidents recorded was 


during the afternoon, when Jacob Law, a 
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Russian, who claims to be a naturalised 
American, from the top of an omnibus pass- 
ing the Place de la Reptiblique fired five shots, 
by which two cuirasgiers were wounded. . 

The crowd attempted to lynch Law, who 
was dragged down/from the omnibus. He 
Was rescued by the police after he had been 
severely mauled, and was taken to a police 
Station to await trial. 


Mobs Fight the Police. 

After a meeting at the Labor exchange 5,000 
men proceeced to the headquarters of the 
Labor federation, hooting the police mean- 
while. Charges were made by the police, and 
a woman fired, the bullet striking a member 
The squad of police 


mélée followed, lasting half an hour. The 
police pressed the crowd from the Quai Jem- 
mapes to the banks of St. Martin’s canal, 
curing which many persons were hurt. 

Later in the 8 in the Place de la 
Republique, the police, while arresting riot- 
ers, were surrounded by a threatening crowd 
which attempted to rescue those taken into 
custody. Sabers. were used freely, but, find- 
ing their position perilous, the police fired 
in the air. A further detachment came on 
thé scene at double quick, and with drawn 
sabers charged and dispersed the crowd. 
Many persons were injured and many placed 
under arrest. 


Germany Is More Sedate. 

BERLIN, May 1.—Highty assemblages of 
socialists were announced to take place in 
Berlin and ſts suburbs, and the police had 
to close the doors of five halls owing to over- 
crowding. At all the meetings resolutions 
in favor of an eight hour day, urging that 
ohildren under 14 years of age be not allowed 
to work in factories, etc., were adopted.

STRIKE WARD MOVING DAY 


TEAMSTERS WALK OUT AND VANS 
ARE NOT LOADED. 


Residents of Kensington, West Pull- 
man, and Adjacent Towns Forced 
to Abandon May 1 Operations or 
Pay Doubled Prices for ‘Trucks— 
First Mam to Make Change Finds 
Himself Dumped Into Street

Moving day in Kensington, West Pullman, 
and adjacent towns was atiended with a 
strike of 300 teamaters yesterday. The driv- 
ers walked out at sunrise, just about the time 
families in the suburbs were piling their 
household goods on the front porch, and were 
Walting for the moving vans to appear. 

A difference of 90 cents a week in wages 
Was the cause of the strike. Later in the 
day some of the teamsters decided to re- 
turn to work. Trucks then were offered for 
service, but at doubled prices. Many fam 
ilies chose to postpone moving until the 
strike is settled. An effort to adjust the 
trouble will be made today. 

Elsewhere in the city moving day passed 
without unusual ¢xcitement. Van compa- 
nies reported the heaviest business in sev- 
eral years. One firm was said to have 
broken all its records for seventeen years. 


First Mover Out Early. 


The first man to move in Chicago was 
Joseph L. Raggio, proprietor of a saloon at 
Van Buren street and Plymouth court, at 
12:01*o’ciock in the morning. Raggio found 
his goods in the street, where they had been 
placed by the landlord, Arthur Lewis. Rag- 
gio hired a watchman to guard his good until 
he could find a new saloon. 

The sight of two skeletons dangling in the 
air in front of.the building at 167-169 Wash- 
ington street provided a weird moving day 
spectacle in the afternoon. The skeletons 
were the property of lodges of the Knights of 
Pythias and were being hoisted by ropes to 
an upper floor. The Oddfellows, Red Men 
of North America, Order of Pocahontas, and 
the Rebeccas also moved into the building. 


Strike of Bricklayers Impends. 


The decision of 8,000 bricklayers and an 
equal number of laborers to demand their 
weekly pay on Saturday instead of on Thurs- 
day threatens to cause a shutdown in bulld- 
ing operations at the end ofthe week. Large 
contractors said they will not yield to the 
union’s new rule, 

Contractors have offered to pay the men on 
Monday. Agreements between the union and 
the contractors’ association have expired,

Mr. Hubbell told Ingham he could have the 
$100,000 if he could make it by opening Fifth 
street and exercising the options which he 
(Hubbell) secured before he submitted the 
propositions to open up the street. 


Notifies City Council. 
He then addressed a letter tothe eity coun- 


cil, as follows: 

“We have made an assignment of what 
is known as the Gilcrest option to Mr. Harvey 
Ingham, thus making it impossible for us to 
continue the proposition in your favor, hence 
we now withdraw it. We earnestly hope 
you will cotperate with Mr. Ingham and 
other citizens in opening the street and in 
establishing a practicable and feasible grade

CLOUD TRIP TS A FAILURE. 


AERONAUTS LAND AT GOLCONDA, 
II., AFTER 10 HOURS. 


Big Balloon That Started from St. 
Louis for Washington, D. C., Comes 
130 Miles from Ascending Point— 
Contrary Winds Play Tag with Sky 
Ship, Driving It Backward and 
Forward Over Four States During 
the Night. 


! 


Golconda, III., May 1.—[Special.]—The big 
balloon America, which yesterday set out 
from St. Louis for Washington, D. C., and 
the long distance record, dropped its anchor 
into a tree here this afternoon and escaped 
from the breezes that had played tag with it 
for nineteen hours. 

Washington is 402 miles from St. Louis, and 
Golconda is only about 130, so Capt. C. De F. 
Chandler of the United States army and 
Aeronaut J. C. McCoy didn’t break any rec- 
ords. They swear, howeventhat the balloon 
in its gyratione traveled at least 500 miles. 


Wind Plays Tag with Sky Ships. 

The America started from St. Louis a few 
minutes after 7 o'clock last night. It was 
@riven across the Mississippi into Niinois 
then back again into Missouri, where it hov- 
ered above Lake Girardeau for awhile. Then 
a new breeze came along and’sent it scooting 
up north to Desoto, Mo. 

There ballast wae heaved overboard andthe 
balloon lifted into the clouds above a branch 
of the Ozarke. 

Up there a different slant of wind caught 
ft and by sunrise it was as far south as the 
Arkaheas line. Then it was jostled back to 
Cape Girardeau, shunted across the Missis- 
sippi, toased around for a little while over 
Kentucky, and then tossed over into Indiana. 

From Indiana the playful wind threw the 
big bag and its delocalized aeronauts over 
into IUlnola, then back into Kentucky, and 
finally over the Ohio river into Illinois. 


Aeronauts Tire of Game. 

By this time Capt. Chandler and McCoy 
thought they had. had enough and dropped 
gently down to earth just outside Golconda at 
2:80 this afternoon. 

The balloon made an easy landing. It was 
brought to Golconda in wagons. McCoy goes 
with it from here to New York, while Capt. 
Chandler goes to Washington. 

While the balloon dich not take the course 
desired by McCoy and Chandler, still they 
consider that the flight was a success. 
Definite information as to the outcome of 
Capt. Chandler's experiments, for which the 
ascension primarily was made, was not ob- 
tainable, but the evident satisfaction of the 
two with the flight indicated that they had 
not failed in their mission, to which the 
capture of the Laban cup waa but a secondary 
consideration. 

The aeronauts coul? have remained in the 
air for rty- eight hours. Provisions had

The Supreme court today affirmed the de- 
ciston of the lower courts, which means that 
the city cannot construct street car tracks 
under its present charter. 

Justice Carpenter, in the prevailing opim 
ion of the court, says: 

“A street railway is a work of internal 
improvement within the meaning of the con- 
stitution. The prohfbition in the constitu- 
tion applies to municipalities, which are sub- 
divisions of the state, as weil as to the state 
at large. No other provision of the con- 
stitution authorizes a municipality to con- 
etruct or operate a street railway. If I am 
right in these propositions, it is clear the 
city of Detroit has no authority to do the 
@roposed work. 

The purpose of the constitutional prohi- 
bition was to protect the people from the 
supposed evil consequences resulting from 
governmental connections with the construc- 
tion or management of works of internal im- 
provemem. This purpose is frustrated if 
cities, villages, and townships, by authority 
of the central government, engage in such 
work. It is absurd to suppose that the peo- 
ple intended to permit a part of the state to 
do what the whole state could not da“ 


Result of I. M. o. Agitation. 

The cage decided today was the outcome of 
a mupicipal ownership campaign which agi- 
tated Detroit several years ago. Asa resuit 
of that agitation the city council, on Oct. 81, 
i905, ordered the department of public works 
to begin the building of several street car lines. 
The expense was to be borne out of a special 
tund known as the street railway fund,” 
and provided for in the budget of 1906 in the 
num of $10,000. 

The point wae promptly raised that the city 
had no right to build street railways, and on 
‘elation of Wilbur Brotherton, standing asa 
wronged taxpayer in order to get the matter 
into the courta, Attorney General Bird filed 
a petition in the Circuit court asking for an 
injunction to restrain the city from building 
the tracks. 


Oase Argued Twice, 

The case was argued before the full bench 
and the Circuit judges granted the petition, 
but recommended that the Supreme court be 
given an opportunity to pase onit. Thecase 
was argued before five of the Supreme court 
judges last spring and before the full bench 
in December, and the decision now handed 
down is the result of that hearing. 

Mr. Tarsney argued that the building of a 
street car track was not more than providing 
a safe highway for a modern vehicle and that

The decision of the court today paves the 
way for the council to take up the traction 
question and make plans for a settlement 
in the near future.

Taft. Regarded as Safe. 

Secretary Taft's policies are recognized 
always as those of Roosevelt, and yet the 
substantial people here believe that Taft is 
‘safe because his methods are judicial and 
because he always works along constitu- 
tional and legal lines, whereas President 
Roosevelt has not always heeded these gov- 
ernmental rail fences as closely as he might 
have done, and has been, in fact, disposed 
to jump his horse over into the fruitful pas- 
ture beyond.

After all this time our case is about 
be reached, and the president of the Uni 
States, in no way interested officially or oth- 
erwise, sends two letters over the country 
charging us with guilt and crime. These are 
republished in every paper in the land, and 
especially every paper of Idaho. The gov- 
ernor of Colorado, a day or two later, adds 
his words of spite and venom and says that 
We are guilty not only of the crime charged, 
but of many others, too. 

It we are about to be tried in court, every 
law abiding citizen, howéver greet or hum- 
ble, should do everything in his potter to cool 
the passions of man, rather than add fuel to 
the flames. If we are to be thrown to the 
mob, the officers should at least open aur 
prison doors and give us some chance to de- 
fend ourselves.’’ 


Fly Red Flag for Miner Chiefs. 

New York, May 1.—[{Special.}—To protest 
against the attacks made by President 
Roosevelt on Moyer, Haywood, and Petti- 
bone, officials of the Western Miners’ Feder- 
ation who now await trial in Idaho, two mast 
meetings were held here today.

JAXON REPLIES TO ROOSEVELT. 


Writes Statement to Justify Head Line 
on Moyer-Haywood Confer- 
. ence Stationery. 


Honoré Jaxon, the Louis Riel rebel of Can- 
ada, last night made reply to the letter writ- 
ten to him by President Roosevelt, in which 
the president said some pointed things about 
an undesfrable class of oltizens in this 
country.“ Jaxon’s answer was addressed 
to *“‘tfe public and the working class espe- 
cially.’ 

The Moyer-Haywood conference indorsed 
the Jaxon angwer at a special meeting. 

In his recent letter,“ the statement says, 
President Roosevelt objects to the head- 
line printed on the official stationery of our 
conference. The headline consists of these 
words: 

“* Death cannot, will not, and shall not 
claim our brothers.’ 

President Roosevelt's objection to thie 
headline is based by him upon the inference, 
drawn by him, that the headline was inspired 
by and is indicative of a desire on our part 
that our brothers, Moyer and Haywood, shall 
go free regardless of whether they are guilty 
or not, 

By way of conclusive answer to this ob- 
jection and inference, we desire to call the 
attention of the public to the fact that more 
than a year had elapsed between the time 
our brothers were first proceeded against 
and the time when this defense conference 
was organizéd and the headline of its sta- 
tione@y adopted, and that, in the meantime, 
there had transpired a whole series of events 
which had convinced us—and need only to 
be stated to convince any reasonable and 
unprejudiced person—that the proceedings 
against our brothers are not of the fair and 
lawful character which might indeed cause 
our headline to appear unnecessary and im- 
pertinent, but are, on, the contrary, 80 re- 
plete with conspiraty, perjury, and viola- 
tion of constitutional rights that, in view of 
this baseness and malice, our headline can 
only be interpreted as voicing the honest de- 
sire of sincere American citizens to over-

In his industry, studious habits, his un- 
selfish devotion to duty, and his admirable

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MERICAN business men, “especially 
the great captains of industry and 
finance, who were brought into con- 
tact with Prince Henry XXXII. of 
Reuss on the occasion of his visit to 

this country last fall, will be interested to 
learn that he was so profoundly impressed by 
their remarks, by the magnitude of their op- 
erations, and by the power which they were 
able to wield over the destinies of their fel- 
low citizens through these operations that 
on returning to Europe he quitted the im- 
perial navy, in which he had until then been 
serving with the rank of lieutenant, and de- 
termined to devote himself thenceforth 
to the study of commerce. With this object 
in view, he has now joined the High School 
of Commerce at Cologne, the most important 
business college on the continent of Europe, 
and has managed to pass the pretty stiff en- 
trance examination. While a number of 
- nobles have already. turned their attention to 
trade, notably several of the princes of 
Hohenlohe, this is the first: occasion of the 
scion of one of the reigning houses of 
Europe joining a business college; and it has 
attracted dn immense amount of notice 
throughout Germany, being regarded as a 
most significant sign of the times, and as an 
indication that the prejudices of the aris- 
tocracy and of royalty against trade, which 
have existed with varying degrees of intensity 
during thousands of years past, are rapidly 
disappearing in this twentieth century.

Prince Henry's determination to obtain a 
thorough knowledge of commerce and of 
finance, of the kind that has enabled the 
captains of trade and of industry to develop 
o marvelously the prosperity and power of 
the United States, is all the more worthy of 
note in view of the fact that he is to all in- 
tents and purposes the heir presumptive to 
the throne of Holland, and, unless Queen 
Wilhelmina happens to give birth to an heir 
to the throne, is destined to succeed her as 
king of the Netherlands and as ruler of 
the great colonial empire of Holland, for the 
| grand duke of Saxe-Weimar, who stands first 
in the line of succession, has already caused 
it to be known that he will waive his rights, 
owing to his preferring his throne of Saxe- 
Weimar to that of the Netheriands. 

Next after him comes Princess Mae of 
Saxe-Weimar, mother of Prince enry 
XXXII. of Reuss, Princess Marie of 
Reuss, whose mother was born“ as 
a princess of the Netherlands, is now an 
elderly widow, considerably broken in health, 


and she, too, may be depended upon, there-. 


fore, to step aside in favor of her eldest son 
in the event of the throne of the un 
becoming vacant. 

The Dutch, though they 1 a glorious 
military and especially naval history, are, 
nevertheless, above everything else a na- 
tion ot trdders. Holland owes her importance 
in the past as well as in the present more par- 
ticularly to the enterprise of her merchant 
princes. It is, therefore, particularly appro- 
priate that one who may be called upon to 
relgn over them as their king should perfect 
himself in those particular branches of 
knowledge that have contributed so ex- 
tensively to the importance of Holland among 
the civilized nations of the universe. It is 
understood that Prince Henry of Reuss, after 
going through the full course of study at 
Cologne and securing his degree, will re- 
turn to America for a stay of several months, 
in order to perfect himself in the practical 
application of the things that he has learned 
at the business 9 or university. 


Old Field Marshal Mouktar Pasha, personal 
representative of the sultan in Egypt, and 
who has long been a thorn in the side of the 
English authorities there, is about to be 
expelled by the latter for deliberately insti- 
gating e destruction of the Suez canal. 
In these days of high explosives, there are 
many ways by means of which this great 
waterway could be wrecked in the space ofa 
few minutes to an extent that it would take 
years of work and millions of money to re- 
pair the damage and to restore it to traffic. 

Some time ago the marshal, who owes his 
Turkish surname of El Ghazi (the Victorious) 
to the crushing defeat which he inflicted 
upon the Russians “kt Guedikter in Asia 
Minor during the war of 1877, gave a long in- 
ter view at Cairo to Rene Puaux, one of the 
best known and most reliable editors of the 
Paris Temps. During the course of their 
conversation the marshal laid stress on the 
fact that the existence of the canal consti- 
tutes an ever growing source of injury to the 
sublime porte and to the sultan. He recalled 
the fact that when work on the canal was 
first started Lord Palmerston, who was one 
of the principal foes of the enterprise, warned 
Nubar Pasha, then khedivial prime minister 
of Egypt, against permitting the canal to be 
constructed, adding: Don't open the canal; 
because if you do open it, England will be 
forced to take Egypt, in order to safeguard 
her route to India.” Mouktar then went on 
to say: Tou can well understand why I 
abominate the canal, which has caused the 
greatest harm to the Ottoman empire and 
to the sultan.“ 


— 

These remarks have been translated and 
published in all the native papers of Egypt 
and of Turkey, with comments of a charac- 
ter to lead the natives to believe that if once 
the Suez canal were put out of business, the 
English would of their own accord withdraw 
from Egypt, on the ground that it no longer 
had any importance in their eyes. This is 
being proclaimed from every housetop and 
at every native gathering; and inasmuch as 
the ignorance of the people is only to be com- 
pared with their fanaticism, it is more than 
probable that the utterances of the field 
marshal will lead some natives to undertake 
the task of destroying the canal, and of thus 
ingratiating themselves with the sultan and 
with the khedive, besides bringing about the 
departure of the hated English from the land 
of the Nile. 

The English in the management of the canal 
have always had in mind the danger of some 
attempt being made to wreck the water- 
way, and maintain a careful watch, the canal 
itself being patrolled by armed launches, and 
the banks by gendarmerie mounted on fleet 
camels. But still, at the same time, the canal 
is so long, and the means of concealment so 
easy, that it is doubtful whether the constab- 
ulary would be of any avail against the de- 
signs of fanatics. 

Mouktar was already responsible for the 
trouble last year between England and Tur- 
key on the subject of the Sinai peninsula 
boundary, and the English have many other 
causes of strong complaint against him. 
This last coup of his—namely: a deliberate 
call upon the most fanatic of His fellow 
countrymen and coreligionists to destroy: the 
Suez canal—is proving the last straw, and it 
is no secret that the government has decided 
that Mouktar must go. 

Queen Alexandra and her daughters have 
just sustained the loss of @ dear friend, and, 


although they are virtually precluded by the 


laws of court etiquette from donning any 
mourning for her, as she was not a roya) 
personage, yet they are, nevertheless, griev- 
ing deeply for her death. She was Mrs. 
Johnson of Farringdon, Devonshire, of which 
county her husband was one of the territorial 
magnates. She married from Marlborough 
house, the present king and queen and all of 
their children being present at the wedding, at 
which, by the bye, Queen Alexandra gave her 
away, Her maiden name was Mile. Vau- 
thier, and she had been French governess to 
the queen's daughters from their earliest 
childhood until they grew up, never leaving 
their side, and enjoying in an altogether re- 
markable degree the confidence and affection 
of the entire royal family. 

After the princesses had grown up, Mile. 
Vauthier remained on with them as an acting 
lady in waiting, and even after her own mar- 
riage her former royal pupils would often 
invoke her chaperonage when traveling in- 
cognito, either in the British isles or on the 
continent. On such occasions they would 
generally assume the name of Miss John- 
son, and there are many Americans whose 
acquaintance they formed under that name. 
and with whom they sometimes undertook 
mountaineering expeditions in Switzerlang 
and in the Tyrol, without any one being aware 
of their identity. 

Mrs. Johnson died about ten days ago, at 
2 in Devonshire, and not only the 

kings daughters but also the prince ang 
princess of Wales, and the king and queen 
themselves were represented at the funeral, 


while the cards attached to the wreaths on | 


the coffin bore eloquent expression of the af- 
fection in which she had been held by all of 
her royal friends.

PRESIDENT HADLEY ON STUDENT 


CONSTITUENCY. 

University of Chicago, April 30.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—In your editorial of April 30 
you refer to certain alleged utterances of 
President Hadley of Yale, among others to 
one concerning the more national constitu- 
ency of the colleges of the east as compared 
with those of the west. While calling in 
question the soundness of President Hadley’s 
statements in certain particulars, you ap- 
parently assent to his quoted announce- 
ments om the constituency matter. It is 
altogether possible that President Hadley 
said something quite different from the pub- 
lished reports but a few facts may be of 
interest on tht issue to which I refer. As 
President Hadley is said to have referred 
Jespecially to state universities in his cita- 
tion of western university conditions, it will 
be fair to compare Yale with one of these 
institutions, and for this purpose I select 
the University of Michigan. 

By the latest catalogues to which I can 
obtain access (Yale 1905-6, Michigan 1906-7). 
Michigan had in attendance 4,836 students, 
Yale 3.806. Both institutions had represen- 
tatlves from forty-eight states and terri- 
tories of the United States proper. Of our 
outlying dependencies Michigan had repre- 
sentatives from 3, Fale from 2. Of foreign 
countries and provinces Michigan had on its 
list 17, Yale 16. So far this does not indicate 
a great superiority for the eastern institu- 
tion. 

Of the total student body at Michigan 
over half come from the state of Michigan. 
At Yale about one-third are from Connecti- 
cut. However, if ome were to take for com- 
parison a territory the size of Michigan we 
should find the Michigan attendance quite as 
scattered as that at Yale. Nor is the dis- 
parity at all so marked on sectional lines 
as one mightsuppose. Yale has 188 students 
from Pennsylvania, Michigan 191. From 
New York Yale has 608, Michigan 299. From 
Ohio Yale has 135, Michigan 408; from II- 
nois, Yale 147, Michigan 315. There are 76 
students at Ann Arbor representing among 
themselves every one of the New England 
states. 

It may be maintained that Michigan is 
exceptional among western institutions. But 
an exactly similar conditiom of things ob- 
tains at the University of Chicago. The 
truth is that certain colleges in the east, 
like: certain others in the west, have a co 
stituency almost wholly local in character. 
But there are several western colleges whose 
constituency is quite as cosmopolitan as 
that of any of their eastern colleagues. 

Moreover, it is well im this connection 
to recall what a clever writer recently has 
said of the Hub—* Boston is not à place: it 
is a state of mind.“ So provincialism is not 
primarily determined by topography and 
geography. It is an affair of the mind, and if. 
as is often urged, it is chiefly characterized 
by a hypersensitiveness to one’s own virtues, 
it seems improbable that the west has or 
goon will have any monopoly of it.

listless trading. Fresh reports of crop dam- 
age and pressure in Union Pacific were de- 


pressing factors. 


Fos several days the whole market has 


been affected by the course of Union Pacific. 


When that stock turned downwards today 
the life seemed to die out of the market. 


There was some show of strength in Amal- 


gamated Copper, Anaconda, and American 
Smelting. This seemed to be caused by a vio- 
lent upward rebound fn the price of copper 
warrants in London. The United States Steel 
quarterly report was without effect on the 
shares of that company, which were sluggish. 

The effect of the announcement of a con- 
vertible bond issue by the Atchison was un- 
favorable to the securities of that company. 
The proposed issue amounts to about $26,000, - 
000, to be paid for in installments and to be 
offered to stockholders at par. Upon the an- 
nouncement of the new bond issue the old 
convertibles, which sold at 100% in the morn- 
ing, ran off to below 98. 

Some minor effect towards 9 was 
caused by a rise in the call money rate. The 
hardening of call loans was moderate and 
was attributed to a number of causes, in- 
cluding the May 1 money settlements. The 
interesting feature in the foreign money mar- 
kets was a decline in the private discount 
rate in Paris and a rise in sterling exchange 
at that point.

United State bonds were 
unchanged on call.
